Iris undeniable that the proposed re 
galations of the Silk Guild are entirely 
at variance with the stipulations of the 
treaties with China, andare an attempt 
to set up a monopoly which, if success- 
ful, would be little less irksome than 
tho old Co-hong system at Canton. 
‘They rend, in fact, like a trade com- 
bination of the worst kind, only less 
bratal, because their power seems more 
assured than that, for instance, of the 
saw grinders of Sheffield. Yet there 
must be some reason for the apparent 
apathy, in the matter, of the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce, which does not 
seem to have taken any definite step 
towards putting an end toan objection- 
able system. ‘The fact is that the 
Chinese, as usual, in secking to avoid a 
Soylla have fallen into a Charybdis. 
In trying to do away with the evils of 
selling ‘on credit, they endeavour to 
restrict the power of selling at all, and 
as it so happens that the European 
market is in a thoroughly unsound 
condition, this. restriction is not one 
likely to be cavilled at on the part of 
those who really can afford to purchase. 
It would doubtless be better that all 
trade should be conducted on a ready 
money basis. Payment on delivery is 
very satisfactory for all parties engaged, 
so long as trade is brisk and the article 
is in demand; but there are times

is only too glad to give credit more or 
less prolonged. At the present moment 
the silk market is in one of these 
moods. It is characteristic of ' the 
limited reasoning powers of the Chineso 
that, acute traders as they are, théy are 
unable to perceive the wider laws of 
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supply and demand which surely, if 
not always immediately, exert their 
fiuence. Were the Shanghai Silk 





Guild at all in the position of com- 


manding the market, its fulminations 
would cause uneasiness to a certain ex- 
tent amongst purchasers. But this by 
no means seems to be the present posi- 
tion of affairs. A gradual depreciation 
in the quality of the article supplied is 
‘accompanied by an increasing supply, 
while recent events in Europe have 
seriously interfered with the demand. 
Silk is still an article of luxury which 
can be dispensed with in part, or alto- 
gether, as cireumstances apply. At pre- 
sent the tendency seems to be to dis. 
pense more or less with pure silk, and 
to make use of mixtures in which a much 
Jess amount of silk, and that of an infer- 
ior description, is needed. Tho trade 
in Europe seems in consequence utterly 
disorganized; and the heavy failures 
which have taken place, by foreing un- 
naturally large quantities of raw silk 
on the market, have still further un- 
settled it. It is in the face of these 
difficulties that the Guild has set itself 
to form a closer monopoly than eve 








It will bo evident that, under the cir-| 5° 


cumstances, the restriction of sales to 
those alone who can pay cash must be 
an.advantage to the purchaser, who 
has only to bide his time and get tho 
required article at a rate at which he 
can afford to sell it at a profit. Did, 
in fact, selling only for cash become a 
rule in the market, the alteration would 
be one which would afford unlimited 
satisfaction to the bona fide purchaser. 
But while we are prepared so far to 
indicate the probable result of such a 
system, we cannot but look with dis- 
favour on the machinery by which the 
result is proposed to be brought about. 
The close monopoly of the Guilds in 
China, places as much hindrance in the 
development of trade as does the rapa- 
city of Government itself. An organ- 
isation which entirely controls the trade 
in an article, and feels itself strong 
enough to impose such penalties for 
@isobedience as are threatened by the 
Silk Guild, is without doubt dangerous 
to trade at large. It in fact strikes at 
the root of all commerce, and endea- 
vours to substitute artificial for natural 
laws. Though the regulations of the 
Silk Guild may at the moment be rather 
in our favour than otherwise, in the 
long run they are detrimental to the 
silk trade of Shanghai; and as inter- 
ference in one commodity leads to dis- 
turbance in others, we hope to see more 
notice'taken of the tyranny over trade 
attempted to be set up, than has yet 
been exhibited.

Our Krvx1axo correspondent writes, 
on the 28th instant. The weather has 
been remarkably dry for this season of 
the year, and there are grave appre- 
hensions of a drought unless rain falls 
copiously before long. The officials have 
been praying for rain for the last fort- 
night, and on Saturday, as prophesied

The sale of all 
living animals, &c., for consumption, has 
been prohibited for some time. 

‘The native traders are greatly amused, at 
what they look upon as sheer imbecility, in 
the two steamer companies trying to ruin 
one another by carrying freight for next to 
nothing. Of course they do not object to 
get their tea carried for a merely nominal 
sum, but they congratulate themselves that 
their own countrymen have more wisdom 
than to lose money for the sake of rivalry. 
A native who had read some translations 
of foreign books, expressed much surprise 
that the two companies should try to anni- 
hilate one another in the face of our Inter- 
national Law, which he had always under- 
stood was for the mutual protection of the 
commerce of nations ; but, when he found 
that it did not affect competitors or oppo- 
sitions, he came to the conclusion that our 
much-vaunted International Law was 
greatly inferior, and less effective than his 
‘own mutual trade laws or rules, which do 
not tolerate reckless competiti Our 
astute friend could not see 
between belligerents, and two 
nies fighting a battle of extermination with 
the pertinacity of the proverbial cats ; for, 
he maintained, the intentions of the rivals 
were identical—mutual extinction ; and he 
considered that the measures they adopted 
to obtain such ends were immaterial, and, 
therefore, that laws which prohibited prey- 
ing on others commerce, but sanctioned the 
beggaring of your neighbour, were not 
worth the paper they were written on. 
Might notfuture writers on International 
Law take this naive suggestion into con- 
sideration ? 

‘Whe Haxkow market for Cotton Goods 
has been dull during the fortnight, owing 
to unfavourable advices from Seangtam ; 
dealers have been disinclined to operate 
even at low rates.

A Foocuow correspondent writes on the 
26th instant :—We have now the following 
steamers in port on the berth for London— 
Cathay, Hongtong, Glenlyon, and Cheops. 
‘The latter vessel met with an accident on her 
way to the Dry Dock, where she is now get- 
ting painted. ‘The Chinese Harbor Pilot was 
in charge of the Cheops, conveying her from 
her moorings to the Dock, and through 
some means or other got into the eddy 
tide above the large rock close to the Dock. 
‘The consequence was that her head was 
turned towards the rock by the current, 
and before her headway had stopped, she 
ran nearly on the summit of the rock, 
within a few feet of the beacon pole, and 
remained there until next high water, 
UL Fat, May 25th, Tho water left her 
high and dry from her forefoot to about 
midships. The great strength of the ves- 
sel, and the prompt exertions of her 
commander, Capt. Dowdy, have no doubt 
saved her from the injury she might be ex- 
pected to receive. Jack-screws, etc., were 
placed beneath her forefoot to relieve the 
strain amidships, where she bore on the 
sharp rock, and all other necessary pre- 
cautions taken that were available at the 
time. She is now in Dock, without any 
ble signs of the severe strain she suf 
fered.—There is no sign of the great an- 
nual event taking place yet, the opening 
of the Tea market, ‘The Chinese say that 
there is not much ‘Tea come down from 
the country, but the statement is pro- 
bably false, and only one of their many 
ingenious devices to mislead purchasers, 
by assuming not to be auxious for the im- 
mediate opening of the market. ‘They 
know well by experience how to play their 
trump cards, and will no doubt win the 
game, so far as reoviving «high price for 
their ter goes. 

‘The only news of local interest in Howa- 
KoNG papers is of a heavy rainfall ; 2 inches 
and 5-tonths fell in the twenty-four hours 
between the 16th and 17th instant. 

‘The Penang Gazette learns from AcHEEN 
that the Dutch troops all embarked on the 
28th ultimo, unmolested by the natives, 
and proceeded on tho following day to 
Singapore, leaving three steamers behind 
in order to keep up the blockade, As will 
be seen by Reuter’s Telegrams, largo rein- 
forcements are coming out for the Dutch, 
An Achinese envoy had reached Constan- 
tinople, and there is every possibility of an 
embassy being sent to the Courts of Europe 
and America with a view to soliciting the 
good services of the great Powers, on 
behalf of the Achinese, in order to put a 
stop to further aggression on the part 0 
the Dutch. ‘The Gazette contains a longt

RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 


In is almost grateful, at a time 
when, beyond the “heroic policy” 
of giving up to every Power whatever 
it thinks fit to demand, Great Britain 
seems to have no settled plan of action 
whatever, to find the ery of “ Perfidious 
Albion” again raised. Time was, in 
the days of Castlereagh and Welles- 
ley, that England did pursue a 
policy of ker own, which was with 
reason distasteful to a large section of 
the French people who sought the 
greatness of their country in the suc 
cesses of the first Napoleon ; but it seems 
rather out of place at the present 
moment to find a French staff officer 
distilling similar ideas into the mind 
of a Russian diplomatist ; and that, too, 
with regard to China where, of all 
places in the world, British interests 
are most persistently and consistently 
loft to take such care of themselves as 
their own vitality will allow. “During 
the last ten years,” tells the Pall Mall 
Gazette on the authority of the Russian 
World, quoting the said staff officer, 
“the British Government has taken 
every precaution against the advance 
of Russia southwards ; but it has done 
this in a quarter where it was little ex- 
pected that ‘Jngland should extend her 
jiifluence. Immediately after the Chinese 
harbours and rivers were opened to 
British trade, political agents were sent 
into the interior of China, and to its 
western frontier; and British Officers, 
selected with great care, were autho- 
rised to enter the service of the Chinese 
Government. It is owing to their abi- 
ity that the insurrection which had 
become master of the eastern provinces 
of the Chinese empire, was suppressed. 
Other English agents endeavoured to 
impress the Chinese Government with 
suspicions as to the designs of Russia.” 
Now the aid of English officers, we 
are not slow to admit, was the main 
cause of the suppression of the rebel- 
lion in the eastern provinces, where the 
British centres of trade were directly 
menaced ; but for so short a time did 
this assistance of British officers last, 
that it was just ten years ago, after the 
capture of Soochow seemed to assure 
the safety of foreign property at Shang- 
hai, that these officers were with- 
drawn from the Chinese service, with- 
out any guarantee whatever as the fu- 
tare conduct of China. So far from 
thwarting Russian advance, we are 
not far wrong in saying that Bri- 
tish want of policy has directly 
or indirectly encouraged it. It was 
under cover of our threats at Peking, 
that Russia succeeded in annexing 
the valley of the Amour and the 
coast of Manchouria. We seem to 
have made no stir at the occupation of 
Urga by a Russian detachment, which 
we believe still remains there to guard 
the approach to Peking; and we have 
not heard one word of remonstrance 





against the treaty of last year, whereby 
China ceded to Russia the fertile valley 
of Ti. The French staff officer has 
doubtless pointed out to Russia what 
England might have done, and what, if 
she really had a policy, she probably 
would have done ; but we certainly miss, 
in the history of British intercourse 
with China for the last ten years, any 
practical attempt on the part of the 
British Government to extend in any 
direction its influence in China. Pe- 
dantry may be safely said to have taken 
the place of policy, and the only 
indications visible of British power 
were to be found in the obstacles which 
British Ministers seemed to glory in 
placing in the way of private British 
enterprise. The French staff officer 
was, however, sufficiently well posted 
to see how Great Britain might extend 
her influence. As we suggested the 
other day, British Burma and Western 
Szechuen are now practically conter- 
minous. The Mahomedan rebellion has 
been suppressed, the king of Burma 
is friendly, and Bhamo is regularly 
opened totrade, There seems absolutely 
no reason why Great Britain should not 
have her agents in Western China, The 
commerce to be developed may not 
be enormous, but we know that, even 
without the assistance which the pre- 
sence of a British Consul would give, 
there has at times been a considerable 
traffic between the Irrawady and West- 
ern China. Again, the establishment 
of friendly relations with the Atalick 
Ghazee, and the opportunity which that 
would give Great Britain of communi- 
cation with the north-western provinces 
of China, would, there is no doubt, be 
of advantage to both, and would remove 
many little subjects of dispute betiveen 
China and Russia which otherwise might 
be artfully blown into a flame. We 
do not, again, think that Great Britain 
would be acting otherwise than as a 
friend in cautioning China with 
regard to the design of Russia. If 
Russian assurances are to be trusted, 
the advance of the empire is a thing to 
be deprecated, and has only occurred 
through the wilful misconduct of those 
countries with which Russia has suc- 
cessively come in contact. If Great 
Britain used her influence at the Court 
of Peking to inform the Chinese 
Government of this state of affairs, she 
wwould have the credit of preventing the 
Chinese from losing provinces which 
they really desire to hold, and of 
rendering it unnecessary for Russia to 
acquire possessions against her will. 
All round, much might be done to pre- 
vent such little unpleasantnesses as 
have been the order of the day for some 
time back, and the Central Asian ques- 
tion might readily be dissolved in a 
new Garden of Eden. We have much 
cause to be thankful to the French Staff 
Officer for his suggestion, and to the 
Russian World for giving it publicity. 
Unfortunately, we have a “heroi 
Government in England, else we might 
be nearer to the millenium than we 
wot of. 











‘THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING. 


Tue last meeting of our local Witan 
was noteworthy for many reasons. 
‘The subjects discussed were very freely 
and fully considered, and the various 
topics received from the different 
speakers very ample and thorough 
attention. The Chairman waived his 
rights, on many occasions, to check 
the speakers, allowing every man 
to say his say out. Some time was 
therefore spent, but it was seldom 
wasted. Too much latitude is far 
better than too great stringency in 
debate; and if a little diffuseness doos 
result, questions that have many sides 
are canvassed with a breadth of view 
and a thoroughness which, under o 
more rigorous president, would not 
be found. But another point which 
deserves notice is the great im. 
provement in speaking manifested, 
‘Americans can generally express them. 
selves with tolerable fluency ; but the 
ordinary Englishman is notoriously a 
bad speaker. At casual gatherings, 
you find most men have considerable 
difficulty in getting through half o 
dozen sentiments without stumbling. 
Confusion worse confounded reigns 
amidst fragments of _ill-recollected 
periods, garbled quotations, and the 
intertexture of conventional jargon 
that only partially fills up the anxious 
gaps between the promptings of a bad 
memory and the dubious aids of an 
ill-written manuscript. The very few 
men who can arrange their ideas in 
order, and express what they have to say 
with ‘uency, dominate over’ meetings, - 
and force through schemes, distasteful 
perhaps, but which the mute crowd Jack 
debating power to expose. Now tho 
speaking at the Masonic Hall the other 
day was not only good for a casual 
gathering, but good absolutely, and 
would not have discredited assemblies 
that may be supposed to have far 
greater pretension to oratorical talent, 
The majority of speakers were well 
posted in facts, held clear views, and 
expressed them logically. What people 
have been asking is, how this general 
improvement has come about. The 
facilities for referring to past proceed. 
ings, and the lucid compilation of facts 
which suecessive Councils put before 
us, no doubt have their influence. A 
reference to the records of past dis 
cussions and to past and presont Munici- 
pal reports will genorally post a man up 
on all the points likely to be needed. 
‘This, in the days of a less efficient 
Municipal organization, was very dif- 
ficult to do; but latterly, say since 
1867, it hns been easy. 

‘But while the material for speeches 
was thus obtained, the necessary readi- 
ness of utterance had to be songht and 
gained from other quarters. A man 
may be full of facts, and yet quite 
unable to open his mouth. He may be 
able “when sitting at table to argue 
with extraordinary fluency ; and yet, 
directly he is “on his legs,” he may 
completely lose his presence of mind 
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and break down. We have heard 
various reasons urged why this weak- 
ness was so remarkably absent from 
our last parliament. ‘The Debating 
Society no doubt did something, but it 
has been dead for years, and seems not 
likely to be revived. The Masonic 
Lodge and the Amateur Stage are good 
schools. There is no better prepara- 
tion for addressing a crowd exlempore, 
than to begin by addressing a crowd 
memoriter. ‘The long speeches which 
the amatenr actor has to deliver with- 
out faltering, and the charges so often 
gravely repeated in the gatherings of 
the Craft, prepare men for speaking 
on general topics without hesitation, 
and go far to cure the Englishman's 
besetting malady ofdiffidence. But these 
opportunities only reach particular men. 
A more general and perhaps more 
practical school is the public meeting 
which is so frequent in Shanghai, and 
in which so many residents are im- 
polled, by the strongest of all motives, 
totake part. If a man is not inter- 
ested in §. 8. N.’s, he is in Gas; if he 
has not a share in the Hongkew 
Wharf, he is at least a member of the 
Club; and many are interested in all 
these and in several others besides. And 
the half-yearly meetings of  share- 
holders or members of these institutions 
are debating societies in themselves— 
with thoadditional advantage that a man 
has often strong personal interest in 
expressing his views, instead of having 
to work up an abstract speech. To 
these, among other causes, and to 
the experience of longer residence and 
longer years, the high standard of 
speaking which was remarkable at the 
last meeting may no doubt be attri- 
buted. At any rate the fact was ap- 
parent, and we may, as a community, 
congratulate ourselves upon it. 





SPECULATION. 


‘Tax Jndge’s remarks in passing sen- 
tence in the case of Regina versus Halket, 
deserve to be emphasised and remem- 
ered. It would have been easy to have 
merely passed sentence on the prisoner ; 
but Sir Edmund Hornby judged 

~ that the opportunity was not to be lost 
for delivering a concio ad populum on a 
subject of the first importance at the 
present time, ‘There was no attempt 
at a sensational appeal in the observa- 
tions, which the occasion called for, and 
which are couched in vigorous and 
fitting language. 

In the first place it was very necessary 
to stamp out the notion that British 
subjects, by entering the service of 
an alien State, can escape the authority 
of British Law. No doctrine could 
be more pernicious than that a man 
could thus denationalize himself. Were 
such the case, Shanghai might ‘very 
soon really deservo the name of a “sink 
of iniquity.” But the pretension is so 
monstrous that it needed only a sum- 
mary refutation. Indeed we fancy few 
would seriously prefer the tender mer- 
cies of Chinese justice to the forms 





and penalties of a British Court. 

The second portion of the address 
is of far wider application than the 
former. The Chief Judge mostearnestly 
denounced, as the prevalent vice of this 
age, “the passion for getting rich 
by one or more strokes of luck.” 
This is a phrensy which has seized 
on men in Europe and America, 
and, of course, the foreigner carries it 
with him to India and the remoter 
East. The quieter and older counsels, 
which suggest patience and contentment 
with our lot, are thrust aside, and 
all compete in one mad race after 
wealth. ‘The too frequent. offspring of 
the unhallowed union between vulgar 
ambition and the spirit of gam. 
bling, are frauds, embezzlements, for- 
geries, and larcenies. Tho question 
as to how money is to be gained, 
becomes secondary. The golden 
end is to be reached somehow, 
at all hazards. It is, however, the in- 
exorable law that “he who wishes for 
the end wishes for the means,” and how 
disastrous these means are in too many 
cases, we have only to take up a file of 
newspapers to see. Ibis difficult to con- 
trive any legislative enactment which 
would check the mania, save perbaps 
the revival of the Act against Time 
Bargains, referred to in the charge 
before us; but public bodies might 
protect themselves by regulations 
prohibiting all speculation on the part 
of their servants. When a man in 
receipt of a certain salary engages in 
ventures involving liabilities to a much 
larger amount than he has a right to 
risk, he is a dangerous servant, and 
should be dealt with cantionsly but 
firmly by his employers. ‘The chances 
are in favour of his dealing with 
borrowed capital ; and a man who is so 
circumstanced may at any moment suc- 
cumb to an over-mastering temptation. 
How much misery that failure involves, 
we can scarcely realise ; and thus, nearly 
all the punishment of a trespass of this 
nature falls on perfectly innocent per- 
sons. It is the duty of society to hedge 
the man, to whom much of the money of 
others is entrusted, round with a wall 
of checks. This is, perhaps, all that 
can bo done to shelter communities 
from being injured by the mania of the 
age. Of the individual’s only means 
of freedom from the danger, George 
Eliot has told us, in perhaps the most 
striking sentence of “Middlemarch” 
—*thore is no escape from sordidness 
but by being free from money-craving, 
with all its base hopes and temptations, 
its watchings for death, its hinted 
requests, its horse-dealer’s desireto make 
bad work pass for good, its secking for 
functions which ought to be another's, 
its compulsion often to long for Iuck in 
the shape of a wide calamity.” No 
words could better express that “craving 
for wealth” which the Judge condemns, 
in contradistinction to the honorable 
accumulation of money “by patient in- 
dustry, upright dealings, and legitimate 
trade.”

CANTON. 

Heavy rain and thunderstorms have also 
ocourred at Canton. The Chinese Mail 
recounts anumber of deaths by lightning— 
‘A shopman in the Sang Loong shoe-dealer’s 
shop in the 18th ward was struck dead. 
‘A similar fate befell a shopman in a rico 
shop at Tong Fong How ; threo inmates 
of a brothel near the Western suburb were 
killed, as were also two assistants in two 
Hongs at Yow Lan Moon, a Wai Sing 
lottery engraver, a maid’ servant to a 
family at Poon Tong, a man living in Ivory 
Lane, Kwai Tuk Moon, and a Buddist 
priest in the Luk Yoong monastery. "At 
hin Hing, it is said that fourteen men 
and women were working in the fields 
when a thunderstorm came on. ‘They all 
ran beneath a Fung-shuey Tower to take 
shelter, but it was struck by lightning, and 
of the 14 people, only three men survived. 
A foreign lady had a narrow escape from 
being struck by the lightning, her arm 
was temporarily paralysed, ‘The lightning 
struck one of the newly erected residences 
cn Shameen; removing, in its course, 
portions of the cement by’ which the outer 
wall of the building is coated, and splin- 
tered the venetian blinds of the windows of 
an upper and lower room. It hailed pieces 
of ice as large as half a dollar. ‘Tho 
Chinese very eagerly collected these in 
their rico bowls; they think them an 
cflicient remedy ‘in cases of fever when 
used cold, and keep the water when 
melted, to use in the preparation of medi- 
cines as Aqua distillata, The streots of 
the city were literally converted into 
water-courses, Indeed, for the time being, 
they were rendered impassable to all, 
excepting bare-legged coolies. 











‘NAGASAKI, 

‘The Express says an unfortunate ac- 
cident occurred at the Takasima Collicries 
shortly after noon on the 16th, while the 
Europeans were at tifin, The Japanese 
workmen were employed in changing the 
shiftin the No. 2shaft, when a portion of 
the roof between the five feet and ten feet 
seams gave way. Alarge quantity of water 
from the first named seam, which had ‘nce 
cumulated owing to it not having boon 
worked for several years past, broke in, and 
swept many of the workpeople down the 
dip drives ; and five women and a boy have 
been found buried amongst the timbers and 
coal which were carried down by the 
water. Two more women are reported mis- 
sing, and it is feared that they have also 
set with their deaths, The accident, al- 
though a very sudden one, has not caused 
any serious loss to the property. Very 
little damage has been done, and the water 
has not only been stopped, but the mine was 
entirely pumped out in about half an hour 
orso after the accident. Mr. Glover had a 
narrow escape, as, butan hour or twobefore, 
he was down in No. 2 shaft, and passed the 
very spot of the accident.—The Bupress 
comments on the gradual introduction of 
machinery into Japan, At the presenttime 
three large Rice-cleaning Mills exist in the 
native city ; each driving about 120 beaters, ~ 
which find full employment. Two of these 
have been established during the past few 
months. The great bulk of the Rice-clean- 
ing is now done at these mills at prices 
which, although much under that usually 
paid to coolies, zi 1d these concerns a very 
satisfactory profit.—The first marriage, un- 
der the new law regulating marriages with 
foreigners, took place on the 13th. A Can- 
tonese named Chung-ju-nan married “a 
young Japanese Indy named Omio, with 
all due formality.

Hiogo papers contain little of interest. 
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regatia was to be held on the Queen’s 
birthday. In several quarters, the author- 
ities appear to have adopted the plan of 
trying persuasion in regard to the new 
edicts, and instances are given of the 
officials holding meetings of the people, 
at which the policy and reasons of the 
Government were frankly explained. This 
system seems to have gained many con- 
verts to the hair-dressing and other laws, 
which before had been constantly and sys- 
tematically broken. Mr. Westphal has 
been elected a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce Committee in the stead of Mr. 
Bovenschen, The Herald complains of the 
dirty habits of the Chineso immigrants, 
Almost every steamer brings a number of 
Chinese passengers. ‘They come on shore, 
and, as a rule, become quartered in some of 
the low hovels and dirty shanties that 
exist in a large block between the Foreign 
Concession and Western Custom Houso, 
which block is the reservoir of everything 
that is likely to create and spread infectious 
disoases amongst the members of the whole 
community. ‘The few Japanese houses 
that aro interspersed about that quarter 
resemble palaces when compared with the 
dirty, filthy, habitations of the Chinese. 














YOKOHAMA. 
The Japan Mail notices the burning 
down of the Grand Stand and Race Sta- 


bles, which we mentioned last week. 
The fire is believed to be the work of an 
ingenilnsy, Provisional arrangements are 
being mado to replace the burnt buildings 
with temporary erections, and the Races 
will not be postponed, ‘The same paper 
says :—The fires in Yedo on Sunday and 
on Monday have given occasion to the 
quidnuncs ‘to offer theories as to their 
origin, which they ascribe pretty gene- 
rally to the action of the Satsuma party, 
Known to be very strongly reprosented 
at present in the metropolis, ‘The only 
grounds upon which this supposition 
can relinbly rest are the nearly  simul- 
taneous occurrence of so many of these 
events, and the burning of the Mikado’s 
Castle. So far as we can learn, however, 
the fires at Hongo and Woyeno, and sub- 
sequently that at the Hospital, are ex- 
plainablo by very intelligible causes ; and 
there seems every reason to attribute the 
firo in the Castle to an accident. Wo aro 
told that it had been decided to erect a 
ew Palace on the European model on the 
site of the late Imperial Residence, and 
wo presume that steps will shortly be taken 
to execute the projected work. 

‘The attention of American paper manu- 
facturers has been directed to the large 
resources in respect to available materials 
possessed by Japan, The probability is 
that in tho first instance it will be found 
more desirable to export the material in 
the condition of thoroughly dried and pres- 
sod pulp ;—its subsequent manufacture be- 
ing carried out in America. ‘There 
however, no reason why mannfactori 
should not be established in this country 
for completing the full process of paper- 
making in situations which offer a sufficient 
supply of the raw material and abundant 
water power: the supply of the first of 
these is said, by those competent to give an 
opinion, to be extremely large.

The victim was enticed by a 
shopkeeper to spend the night in his house, 
on the 23rd of the 8th month of the past 
year; and on that night the murder was 
committed, and tho body was laid at the 
door of a third person, who immediately 
informed the Che-héen.° That Magistrate 
examined the wounds on the body, and 
arrested the murderer who, however, es- 
caped punishment | by bribery. ‘The 
Criminal judge was then appealed to, but 
that official referred the caso back to the 
District Magistrate. ‘The petitioner prays 
that Emperor to issue orders that the case 
be properly tried. His Majesty replies 
that the petition is recorded. 


(3) Le Tsung-ho (4S 57? $F) returns 
thanks to the Emperor for his appointment 
as Viceroy of the Two Kéang, and an- 
nounces that he has taken over the seals 
of office. ‘The petitioner considers that, 
notwithstanding his own stupidity, no one 
in ancient times has ever enjoyed so much 
of the Imperial favour as ho has. 

8th.—To-morrow about 4am, the Em- 
peror will offer sacrifice (to Heaven), after 
which he will remain a short time at the 
Palace of Abstinence. His Majesty will 
then go out at the Altar gate, and, entering 
the Ching-yang-mun gato from stone road, 
will proceed to the Temple of the God of 
War to offer incense; after which he will 
return to the Palace by the Ta-tsing-mun 


gate, 

9th. —T, WangK‘hae-t'ae (E Bl H&) 
the Deputy Governor of Fih-kéen province, 
kneel and petition, having received the 
Imperial permission to express my senti- 
mentson certain subjects. I have respect- 
fully read in the Court Gazette of the 26th 
day of the 1st month of the present year, 
an Imperial order to the effect that all the 
Princes and Ministers, together with the 
high officials of each province should dis- 
charge their duties to the Emperor with 
justice and fidelity. I perceive that, from 











the moment your Majesty commenced to 
reign, your sole object has been to govern 
your subjects well. Since I entered upon 
Office I have neve the most minute de- 
made any return for the Imperial 
ounty, although, whether in your 
ty’s presence or not, I have always aimed 
at doing s0. I feel’ ashamed that 1 have 
no matured plans or ideas to lay before 
your Majesty, and yet I dare not, con- 
sulting my own ease, refrain from expres 
sing my simple and stupid thoughts, I 
will, therefore, respectfully select certain 
matters which I have myself witnessed, 
and which require alteration ; and, arrang- 
ing these under six heads, pray your Ma- 
jesty to permit me to treat of them in 
fenso. 
[The only part of tho essay of sufficient 
interest for translation is the following, 
regarding purchaso of office.) 

‘With regard to putting a stop to 
the practice of purchasing office in order 
to uphold the laws relating to official ap- 
pointments; History records that Sze-ma 
Séang-joo* obtained office by purchase. 
Also, it is recorded in a book of the Han 
Dynasty, that the people were ordered to 
send in money cheques in order to be 
appointed to office. ‘Thus, the practice of 
purchasing office is of anciont date, It 
was necessary that there should bean over- 
plus of money in a family, in those days, 
to enable the candidate for office to make 
such a present as would be considered 
a suitable return for tho Imperial favour 
in appointing to office. Even men of 
talent were to bo found among theso 
purchasers of office, From the period 
of the diminution of the price of pur- 
chase to the present time, more than 
100 Taels are required for an appointment: 
to inferior rank, and moro than 1,000 Taels, 
for a slightly higher appointment. Tho 
appointment to Taou-tai or Profect, accord- 
ing to ancient rule, cost moro than 10,000 
Taels, but is now reduced to 3,¢ or 
4,000 Taels. Ifa family are poor, and a 
member of it wishes to enter on the public 
service, he must either beg money from 
his relatives and friends, or ho must 
borrow from merchants, and then expend 
his principal to obtain profit (ie. buy 
office.) Such vileness surpasses all des 
cription ! &e, 

May 11th.—Ting Paou-ching (T 
i) junior guardian to tho heir apparent, 
an officer of the first rank, and Deputy 
Governor of Shan-tung, presente ‘a supple- 
mentary petition. Of all the ten Foos in 
the province of Shan-tung, Tae-gan-foo is 
the most wretched. Its boundary touches 
on Tse-ning-chow and three other districts ; 
the place is remote and extensive ; and 
official duties are onerous ; so that this 
place is different from all others in the pro- 
vinee. Beyond the extra allowance granted 
by the Einperor, no perquisites can bo ob- 
tained thére. ‘The extra allowance for this 
Foo is 3,000 taels, of which sum only 40 
er cent is received by the Prefect after all 
Reductions, ‘This sum not being sufficient 
to meot all expenses, it has become neces- 
sary to implore the Emperor to grant some 
pecuniary relief to the prefect. ‘The peti- 
tioner su; its that 26 per cent alone 
be deducted from the extra allowance, for 
the army expenses ; that tho allowance be 
paid in silver of market value ; and that 
the deductions for constables and for em- 
bankments remain as heretofore, the re- 
mainder, amounting to 600 taels, being in 
futuro not deducted. This arrangement, 
the petitioner proposes, should commence 
from the spring of the prosent year. The 
treasurer of the province wrote to the 

stitioner urging him to lay this matter be. 
Fore the Emperor. His Majesty orders 
the proper Board to consult and report,

‘TRE SILK GUILD. 


The following documents have been 
published by the Silk Guild, in contin: 
tion of the letter to the Chamber of Com- 
mereo which we published on the 17th. 





Zo make anything, people must deliberate, 
and words once spoken must be accomplished. 

‘A few days ago, tho Silk Merchants 
deliberated ‘to sell Silk year at 
ready money, and they petitioned the 
‘Taotai to inform the Foreign Consuls of 
this step taken by them, As no informa- 
tion has yet been received from that 
official regarding their petition, and Siik 
Merchants are about to leave for the Silk- 
producing districts, perhaps what they 
havo deliberated upon will not be carried 
into effect ; therefore another deliberation 
will bo held in this respect. 

Now the now silks are about to arrive, 
still people have not a decision, anyhow a 
Rulo must bo established before musters 
are produced, so that everyone may be in 
accordance, 

‘The money affair ia not a small one ; wo 
must all protect one another and not 
destroy ourselves, 80 that everyone may 
get a profit, for general satisfaction. 

Ho who does not conform with the Rulo 
wil bo lable to pay » fine of 2071 on the 
value of the goods, ‘Tho brokers and 
buyers who give information of this to the 
Guild, will receive 2% from the fine. 

Let us sign the Rule, that it may be 
carried into effect. 

‘Tue Narrve Sux Mercuanrs, 
4th Moon of the 12th Year of Tun-che, 


Being of opinion that there must be 
consultation in order to transact busi- 
ness in the best possible manner, and that 
when a contract is once made, it is dis- 
graceful not to fulfil it, we, now assembled 
at the Silk Exchange on this 28th instant, 
having consulted together, have determined 
on adopting the following regulations. 

1. Hereafter, when a foreign merchant 
promises to pay ready money, then mt 
tera may be produced and a bargain com- 
pleted. 

2. When the silk has been weighed, the 
account must be made out, and the money 
paid. If it is too late to ‘receive payment 
on that day, then it must he received on 
the following day. If any further delay 
of payment is asked for, then the silk 
dealer must immediately inform the Guild, 
the silk must be taken back, and informa~ 
tion must be sent to every silk store that 
henceforth no silk dealer shall be allowed 
to transact business with that (Foreign) 
Hong. 

3. ‘Tho silk dealers shall not sell on 
Te any one do soclandestinely, 
wll be severely fined if discovered, 


























and if any foreign hong shall force avy 
silk dealer to trade on that day, thn, as 


in the case of delay of payment, no silk 
dealer shall be permitted to trade there in 
future. 

4. After the presont dato, any ono about 
to go into the interior to’ buy silk fora 
Foreign Merchant, if he has not previousl 
consulted, must clearly inform the Guild 
with what silk dealer he wishes to trade ; 
on behalf of what Hong ; and what quan- 
tity of silk ho wishes fo buy. Moreover, 
he must wait until all silk dealers have 
beon made acquainted with these rules ; 
and then he can proceed into the interior 
to transact business. 

6. Tho silk traders sending down silk 
from the interior to silk dealers here, must 
observe the same rules with regard to 
ready money payments, 

6. If any ono transgross theso rules, and 
shall clandestinely give credit to’ any 
Foreign Merchant, and the transaction be 
discovered, he shall be fined 20 per cont on 
the price of the goods; tho seller and 
buyer each paying half ;’and the amount 
shall be paid in to the Guild to be given 
away in charity. ‘The informer shail re- 
ceive 2 per cent for making the case known, 

7. After these Rules come into force, if 
any one transgress them, the Master of 
Guild with his subordinates shall proclai 
the punishment inflicted, without any at- 
tempt at concealment. 

8 Should any one hear a report that 
any silk-dealer has combined with any 
Foreign Merchant to transgre: ‘Rules 
of trade, he must give immediate infor- 
mation ‘to the Guild, in order that an 

licer may be appointed to bring the 
account books of the seller end buyer, 
together with the Banking books, for 
examination, in order to ascertain the 
true stato of the case,

‘TRE SILK GUILD. 


The following documents have been 
published by the Silk Guild, in contin: 
tion of the letter to the Chamber of Com- 
mereo which we published on the 17th. 





Zo make anything, people must deliberate, 
and words once spoken must be accomplished. 

‘A few days ago, tho Silk Merchants 
deliberated ‘to sell Silk year at 
ready money, and they petitioned the 
‘Taotai to inform the Foreign Consuls of 
this step taken by them, As no informa- 
tion has yet been received from that 
official regarding their petition, and Siik 
Merchants are about to leave for the Silk- 
producing districts, perhaps what they 
havo deliberated upon will not be carried 
into effect ; therefore another deliberation 
will bo held in this respect. 

Now the now silks are about to arrive, 
still people have not a decision, anyhow a 
Rulo must bo established before musters 
are produced, so that everyone may be in 
accordance, 

‘The money affair ia not a small one ; wo 
must all protect one another and not 
destroy ourselves, 80 that everyone may 
get a profit, for general satisfaction. 

Ho who does not conform with the Rulo 
wil bo lable to pay » fine of 2071 on the 
value of the goods, ‘Tho brokers and 
buyers who give information of this to the 
Guild, will receive 2% from the fine. 

Let us sign the Rule, that it may be 
carried into effect.

Being of opinion that there must be 
consultation in order to transact busi- 
ness in the best possible manner, and that 
when a contract is once made, it is dis- 
graceful not to fulfil it, we, now assembled 
at the Silk Exchange on this 28th instant, 
having consulted together, have determined 
on adopting the following regulations. 

1. Hereafter, when a foreign merchant 
promises to pay ready money, then mt 
tera may be produced and a bargain com- 
pleted. 

2. When the silk has been weighed, the 
account must be made out, and the money 
paid. If it is too late to ‘receive payment 
on that day, then it must he received on 
the following day. If any further delay 
of payment is asked for, then the silk 
dealer must immediately inform the Guild, 
the silk must be taken back, and informa~ 
tion must be sent to every silk store that 
henceforth no silk dealer shall be allowed 
to transact business with that (Foreign) 
Hong. 

3. ‘Tho silk dealers shall not sell on 
Te any one do soclandestinely, 
wll be severely fined if discovered, 


























and if any foreign hong shall force avy 
silk dealer to trade on that day, thn, as 


in the case of delay of payment, no silk 
dealer shall be permitted to trade there in 
future. 

4. After the presont dato, any ono about 
to go into the interior to’ buy silk fora 
Foreign Merchant, if he has not previousl 
consulted, must clearly inform the Guild 
with what silk dealer he wishes to trade ; 
on behalf of what Hong ; and what quan- 
tity of silk ho wishes fo buy. Moreover, 
he must wait until all silk dealers have 
beon made acquainted with these rules ; 
and then he can proceed into the interior 
to transact business. 

6. Tho silk traders sending down silk 
from the interior to silk dealers here, must 
observe the same rules with regard to 
ready money payments, 

6. If any ono transgross theso rules, and 
shall clandestinely give credit to’ any 
Foreign Merchant, and the transaction be 
discovered, he shall be fined 20 per cont on 
the price of the goods; tho seller and 
buyer each paying half ;’and the amount 
shall be paid in to the Guild to be given 
away in charity. ‘The informer shail re- 
ceive 2 per cent for making the case known, 

7. After these Rules come into force, if 
any one transgress them, the Master of 
Guild with his subordinates shall proclai 
the punishment inflicted, without any at- 
tempt at concealment. 

8 Should any one hear a report that 
any silk-dealer has combined with any 
Foreign Merchant to transgre: ‘Rules 
of trade, he must give immediate infor- 
mation ‘to the Guild, in order that an 

licer may be appointed to bring the 
account books of the seller end buyer, 
together with the Banking books, for 
examination, in order to ascertain the 
true stato of the case,

THE WEATHER. 


To the Editor of the 
Norrs-Carma Herat. 

‘Sm,—The long-continued and very seri- 
ous drought, hindering as it does the com- 
ing down of the teas, and, if it lasts ano- 
ther week, endangering as it inevitably 
will the early rice crop, deserves 
cial observation, and record from a scien- 
tific point of view. 

My own observations have been most 
unscientific, consisting simply in a record 
of the readings of the thermometer and 
in a hasty note of the weather of each 
day. I give tho results of my observations, 
therefore, merely to draw forth more accu 
rate data. 

T find that, out of the 269 days which 
have passed since September 1st 1872, rain 
fell on only 53 days, distributed as follows 
a September 6G days, (no heavy rainfall.) 
October 3 days. (slight drizzle.) Novem- 
ber 6 days, (only once a heavy downpour.) 
December 4 days, (one wet day, the rest 
showery.) Jautary LL days (includin 
ge threo’ heavy y 4 
days, (but no heavy rain.) March 6 days 
(2 days of much rain, the rest showery) 
April G days (2 days’ of heavy rain and 
sleet, the rest drizzly.) May (up to the pre- 
sent date) 6 days, (1 of heavy contina 
rain, the rest showery.) 

‘These statistics may be corrected and 
altered by more accurate observers ; but 
they approximate, I believe, to the truth ; 
and they present the extraordinary result 
of 8 consecu months with, on an aver- 
age, four days out of every five The 
fine days, moreover, have been in general 
‘accompanied brilliant sanshine, 
(especially during November and Decem- 
ber 1872,) almost Italian skies, During 
this same period in England and, 1 fancy, 
throughout Europe, four days out of 
five, have been wet ; and on the supposition 
that the drought to which I eall attention 
has been general and not merely partial, 
the remarkal le counterbalance in the two 
hemispheres is worth recording in an accu- 
rate form, as possibly helping in the defi- 
nition of one of the great laws of the 
‘universe. -

1, 7, 18—Larceny asa servant of the Em- 

yeror of China of Haikwan £1,979, on 5th of 
january, 1873; H. 2,217, on 7th ‘February, 
1878 ; and H, 1,141, on Sth March, 1873. 

2, '8, 14—Embezzlement as a servant of 
Robert Hart, of the above sums on the said 
dates. 

3, 9, 15—Common Larceny of tho samo 
sums on tho same dates, the property of the 
Emperor of China. 

4, 10, .16—-Common Larceny on the samo 
dates, as the property of R. Hart. 

5, 11, 17—Larceny as a servant of the 
“Emperor of China of a valuable security, viz., 
money order, on the dates above mentioned. 

6, 12, 18—Embezzlement, as a servant of 
R, Hott of a valuable security, viz., a money 
order, on the dates above mentioned. 

‘Messrs, Watwewnra1r and Lircwyrecp ap- 

eared on behalf of the prosecution, Messrs, 
Bogran and Brows defended, 

‘Mr. Brown asked whether his Lordship 
had any objection to two Counsel taking part 
in the ordinary conduct of the cause.

Mr Coorer asked his Lordship to quash 
the indictment, or to direct the prosecution 
upon which of the charges to proceed. The 
indictment contained 18 counts ; there were 
3 charges for larceny and embezzlement of 
monies, and 9 charges, in respect to three 
different orders, ;termed valuable securities 
for the payment of money. By Section 5, 
Chapter 71, of 24 and 25 Victoria, they 
could only put three charges into one ‘indict- 
ment, but in the present form they were 
actually preferring six. He referred his 
Lordship to the case of R v. Kenna, Law 
Reports, Ist volume, Crown Cases reserved, 
page 115. In that case the prisoner was 
Charged with stealing money, and the evidence 
was that the cheque been embezzled 
but had not been cashed. ‘The Judge 
who tried the case over-ruled the objection,

case came before the Crown Court, and the 
Court decided that the cheque that had not 
been paid—the embezzled cheque—was not 
money, and the conviction was quashed. =¢ 
was quite clear upon the face of the 
indictment there were six different charges. 
‘There were three charges in respect of money, 
and three in ect of valuable securities. 
Irrespective of direct authority, he need not 
tell his Lordship that valuable security for 
Payment of money was not the same as money. 

jpon these grounds he asked his Lordship 
either to quash the indictment or to permit 
the prosecution to elect upon which of the 
several counts of this indictment they should 
proceed—either upon one or the other, but 
not upon both, 

Mr. Lirouriexp said there was no need for 
this, because the indictment was drawn up 
well within the rule, which allowed 3 separate 
charges to be made on 3 separate grounds, 
Embezzlements on the part of a servant might 
be placed in the same indictment. 

Lorpsmr overruled Mr. Cooper's ob- 
jection, but said he would make a note of it. 

‘Mr. Coren raised another objection, ‘Tho 
counts charged the prisoner with committing 
larceny as a servant of the Emperor of China, 
or embezzlement as a servant ‘of Robert Hart. 
‘The words of the statute were clear on this 
point—that separate charges by different mas- 
ters were not permissible.

certain extent familiar with the working of 
the departments, and informed as to the 
ositions of the various individuals who would 
Be'mentioned in, the course of the case, Of 
course, the Customs Revenues, like those of 
all large countries, were part of the public 
revenues, and prima facie the property of 
the crown. is was cence ly true of 
China. With regard to the Chinese Customs 
Service, there were two classes of employés 
or officials connected with it. One comprised 
native officials, who were the officers who 
actually received the Revenue derived from 
the Customs. The other branch was composed 
of foreign employés, who might be said to 
direct and regulate the receipt of the money 
received by the native department. That 
department, at every port in the country, was 
under the control of what was called the 
Superintendent of Customs,—a native official, 
who was accountable to his own Government. 
‘The control of the native department of the 
Customs at Shanghai was under the Intendant 
of Cireuit, who was better known as the 
‘Taotai. He was under the control of the pro- 
vincial governor, and the latter had to account 
to the Board of Revenue at Pekin. The 
foreign branch of the Customs was a creation of 














the Treaty of Tientsin of 1858, and of the 
Rules made under that Treaty, which he 
quoted. It was under those Rules that a large 
Sumber of foreign gentlemen had been selected, 
and were employed, in the Customs service, 
All tho officials in’ the foreign department 
were under-the control of a foreign official 
called the Inspector General. ‘The gentleman 
who held this position at the present time, 
and had held itforsome years, was Mr. Roberé 
Hart, who had absolute control over the 
foreign officials. He engaged them, fixed their 
salaries and duties, and had power to dis- 
charge them. Mr. ‘Hart was a servant of the 
Chinese Government, and was under the control 
of a Board at Pekin, the ‘Tsung-li-Yamen, 
which might be called the Foreign Office of 
the Chinese Government, aud he accounted to 
it for all the revenue that passed through 
his hands. Amongst the employés’ of the 
Foreign Customs were Commissioners, who 
were placed at the head of the depart- 
ments af each port; under them wore 
a number of other foreign employés, amongst 
whom one of the principal was the accountant. 
The prisoner at the bar had held the 
office “of accountant at Shanghai some 
considerable time before the offences with 
which he was charged were committed, 
He entered the Customs Service in the 
‘month of June, 1862, and from the time of hia 
entrance he had held positions of consider- 
able responsibility. At the end of 1863 he 
went to Hankow as chief clerk, and in May, 
1865, hhe was placed in temporary charge of 
the office there. fm 1868 he went to Kiu- 
kiang as chief clerk, and in October, 1869, ho 
came to Shanghai, ind was placed in charge of 
the River Steamer Office, In February, 1870, he 
was made accountant, which position he held 
until March or April last, His salary for 
some time had been Tis. 250 a month, with an 
allowance for house rent.

‘to the monthly allowance, it had 
been the practice to take the Superinten- 
dent’s cheque to the Haikwan whore 
it was exel for a number of separate 
ones. He wished the jury to take notice of 
this, as it had a very important bearing on 
the ‘After the various expenses had 
been paid, the accountant had another cheque 
for the balance, if any remained over. ‘That, 
he retained until he wanted to pay away any 
further sums, when he took it to the bank, 
and received other monies until the whole 
cheque was thereby exhausted. It was his 
intention to prove to them what the duties of . 
the accountant were in respect to theso 
accounts—also that there were certain cheques, 
received in the months of December, January, 
and February from the Superintendent, —that 
they were converted into other cheques at 
the Haikwan bank from time to time,—that 
the prisoner had accounted for all the sums 
he had received,—that he had kept the cash 
book in his own hand-writing,—that he had

the accounts, so far as disbursements were 
concerned, appeared to be perfectly correct 
also. ‘The balances were brought down ina 
proper manner, and in each case the balance 
‘was etated to have been paid in to acount A 
of the Inspector-General of Customs at the 
Oriental Bank. But he should prove by 
evidence from’ the Oriental Bank that no 
such payments had been made, cither to that 
account or to any other. ‘They were not 
accounted for either in the books of the 
‘Sustoms or of the Oriental Bank, and he 
should also prove that they were appropriated 
by the prisoner, that he paid certain amounts 
into the Agra bank, and that he afterwards 
applied them to the payment of matters con- 
nected with his own private affairs. He 
should also have occasion to prove that the 
prisoner had admitted in the most unmistake- 
able manner that the money had gone, and 
that he had explained how it had gone. He 
need not trouble them with regard to ques- 
tions of Inw. They were going to proceed 
first upon the Ist, 7th and 13th counts of the 
indictment, which’ he would not read to them 
ag it was a very long one, and was entirely 
of a technical nature. A great many counts 
had been put into it by way of precaution 
which, if the law was not so full of technica- 
ities, ‘might well have been omitted. With 
regard to the terms “larceny” and “em. 
bezzlement” by a servant, he explained that 
their legal meaning was—Jarceny, the act of 
stealing from a master that which was or 
had been in his actual possession ; embezzle- 
ment—the act of keeping from a master 
that which was his by right of ownership, 
hhaving been received from a third person on 
his account, and devoting it to some other 
purpose. If either offence were proved 
against the prisoner, they would be entitled 
to a conviction. He would now proceed to 
call the witnesses, whose statements, he was 
tatisfied, would receive the most careful con- 
sideration of the Jury. 

‘THomas Dick, sworn, stated—Iam Commis- 
sioner of Customs at this Port, and have been 
in the Foreign Department since June 1861. 
I have served in various capacities, and am 
Well acquainted with all the regulations and 
duties of my office and the employés belonging 























fo it. I have been Commissioner at other 
aty ports. I received my appointment 
from’ Me, ‘Hart, who is, Inspector General 





under appointment by the Tsung-li Yamén, a 
Board at Peking entrusted with the manage- 
‘ment of Foreign Affairs. This Board has a 

meral control in all ‘matters relating to 

justoms’ business. T know that the Tsung-li 
Yamen is a Board commissioned by the 
Emperor of China, Ast Commissioner of 
Customs I have general control, but nob over 
the appointment of the indoor members of the 
Service—they, like myself, are appointed by 
the Inspector-General.| I know the prisoner, 
who was employed in the Shanghai Office as 
accountant. Ho entered the Service in June 
rie °63 held an appointment as chief clerk 
at Hankow, in ’68 was removed to Kiukiang, 
and in '69’ came to Shanghai. It was some 
time in February 1870 he became accountant 
here, and he continued to be so till the 17th 
March, but was engaged till 10th April in 
handing over his books. He had received 
another appointment—promotion to go down to 
Foochow. I know prisoner's duties, and that 
hhe has been made acquainted with them. 

‘Mr. Coren objected that if prisoner's in- 
structions were in writing they should be pro- 
duced, and that the evidence of the witness 
‘was insufficient. 

‘Mr. Lrrourrecy wished to ascertain what 
were prisoner's duties in regard to account A, 
and with his Lordship’s permission proceeded 
to examine the witnes: 

‘Witness continued—His duties were to 
ceive certain money orders from me, to make 
payments against these orders to do'which he 

ad to change them at the Haikwan Bank, 
and, after making the payments required for 
the month's expenses, to pay in the balance 
to an account at the Oriental Bank known 
as account A, in the names of Mr. Hart as I. 
G. of Customs. These suns represent chief; 
salaries, and what he pays into the Bank is 
the balance remaining over. The accounts 
are balanced monthly, and it is the duty of 
the prisoner to pay what remaius in to ac- 
count A at the 0. B.C. The monoy is 
received from the Superintendent of Customs. 
A circular giving instructions to this effect was 
addressed to me by the 1. G., and a copy was 
handed to prisoner. Iam shown abook found 























in the accountant’s office. (Circular above 
referred to, No. 1 of 1870, ‘in, and identified 
with one filed in this book.) At the time the 
circular was issued, the I.-G. was in Shanghai. 
‘Tis. 15,000 Haikwan was granted monthly by 
the Superintendent in payment of salaries. 
Tam showna blank form of requisition we 
used in applying for the money. I sent one- 
half to the Taotai and kept the other half 
myself. We get the moncy in several in- 
stalments—rarely more than three, ‘The 
monthly drafts come direct to me from 
the Taotai. I sent the cheques I so received 
by the hands of my Chinese Secretary to Mr. 
Halket, A receipt was made out by Mr. 
Halket, initialled by him, and sent to me for 
signature, I am shown a receipt dated 7th 
December, for 3,000, on account of Customs 
expenses for the month. One dated Jan. 3, 
H. £12,000, balance Customs allowance Dec. 
1872, Both those receipts are spel by me 
and initialed by the prisoner. I'am shown 
‘two more representing the Jan. allowance, and 
in the same form. Jam also shown one of 
7th Feb. for '¥3,000, and another 3rd March 
‘8,500, on account of the month of March. I 
am shown initialed counterfoil of receipt 
dated 25th Jan, for ¥3,500.

‘As between myself and the Inspector-General, 
the whole .of the cash is supposed to be kept 
by me, the ‘Commissioner, f never took say 
bond or security from Mr, Halket, ‘The 
Inspector-General did not look to me as 
cashier ; I believe he knew that I had taken 
no bond, but I cannot tell the extent of his 
Knowledge as to the cash being confided to 
Mr. Halket.

General looks to me alone to account for them, 
T had entire confidence in Mr. Halket’s good

Tam not aware 
that Mr. Halket was in the habit of signing 
subsidiary accounts per pro the Commissioner 
without asking me, and that he passed such 
through my hands without any further notice 
being taken of it. (Document handed in as 
proof of this practice.) ‘The accounts were 
Various, and wero all submitted to Mr. 
Halket’s charge. When he took charge, I 
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handed over to him the instructions received 
from time to time. I have ly com 
municated instructions of different kinds, but 
T don’t remember having instructed him as to 
where the money passing through his hands 
‘was to be kept, whether in the safe or in the 
Bank—to the best of my belief I have not 
done so at all. ‘The cashier is presumed to 
receive all these moneys, and to account for 
them. As a matter of account he answers to 
mo, and [to the I.-G. As between the L-G. 
‘and myself Mr. Halket is recognised in con- 
nection with the Keeping of the accounts. 
The L.-G. was here when he was appointed, 
and lias seen his name to many documents, 
T believe the 1.-G., from his knowledge of the 
manner in which this account was dealt with, 
was aware that a large amount of this money 
was constantly in the hands of the accountant. 
Tdont know that Mr. Hart was aware T left 
‘the whole of the money in the cashier's hands. 
A,B, C, D, and E, are the five heads of ac- 
‘counts—A being for salaries and expenditure 
fon the Customs Staff ; B receipts for fines aud 
confiseations ; C Tonnage Dues ; D Fees and 
other misellayeous moneys ; and Ba sum of 
money specially placed in my hands for pay- 
ments not otherwise provided for. A is'a 
monthly account ; B has usually been a quar- 
terly, and C a monthly as regards making up, 
but’ quarterly as rogards remittances, “D4 
monthly, and for E there is no period.

‘To Mr, Coorer—I have not much know- 
ledge as to how many dollars he might have in 
She ante, 1X don think i ie Neely he had 

in sycee, but he may for a very short 
Gime have bad large sume in dollars ia process 
of being paid out as salaries. Iam not aware 
hat. there ie any despatch authorising the 
appointment of anyone as cashier at Shang- 
Bal except the Commissioner ; I believe Mr. 
Halket was mentioned in a written despatch 
as cashier. ‘There aro instructions teferring 
to the Pay Office—that is part of my office. 
There are no regulations referring to the 
cashier himself, but to the office. Mr. Halket 
should keep the moneys in the safe, or put 
fhem in the Baok—the Banking ‘account 
existed, and money had been regularly paid 
into it, as Mr. Halket knew, Imade no in- 
quiry, after ceasing myself to draw checks, in 
JST, a to the paying in of moneys, but the 
Cominissioner had so little to do with drawing 
check" that thero was really little change in 
the practice. Igave the cashier no instruc- 
tions as to paying any ‘of account A 
into Commissioner's banking account. The 
money was received from the Haikwan Bank 
in large and small cheques, and the accountant 
exercised his discretion in obtaining them, 











on authority from me. It was purely a mat- 
ter of discretion with him the way in which 
they were subdivided, subject, in the first 
instanee, to my authority. While he was 
holder of the checks he could change thera 
again at will, as the Bank ised the 
holder, but my anthority required him only to 
get checks for certain purposes. 1 don’t think 
it would have been criminal if he changed the 
checks more than once, so long as he brought 
the others for which he had changed them. 
‘He had authority to changethechequestomake 
certain payments, and so long as the amount 
was there, it was not material how often the 
cheques were changed. It was material to 
distinguish the notes of each account at 
the end of the month, in order to show how 
the account had been dealt with. It would 
bbe of consequenece to me to know the kind of 
security in the safe representing the money, 
supposing I wanted to know and suspected the 
accountant might have been using it. During 
the time Mr. Halket was accountant I never 
asked whether the amounts interchanged 
or changed at all. Mr. Halket was in the 
habit of drawing sums from the monthly pay- 
sheets, for himeelf and many others at the 
outportsand in England. Icannottell howmuch 
he so drew—it may have sometimes amounted 
to Tis. 1,000 a month, but not generally. It 
was not his duty to ask me as to taking these 
moneys from the safe. He was at liberty to 
take cheques for salaries which he was 
authorised to draw ; and provided the pay- 
to the Agra Bank were in those cheques, 
ap) ce there would not be a sus- 
picious circumstance. I don't know through 
what Bank he remitted mouey he drew 
for people at Home. I now know that 
ayments have been made by the Agra Bank 
he his convenience on Customs business. When 
he was arrested, he left in my hands a large 
number of his papers and accounts of share 
speculations. Lave seen among these, state- 
ments of advances and payments to servai 
in the Service. I previously heard of this 
being occasionally done, but did not know it 
was done regularly. Ihave ascertained that 
made small advances to my own Secretary, 
which were all ropaid I believe. I had no sus- 
picion until a few weeks ago that the money 
in Mr. Halket’s hands was less safe than in 
the Bank, in fact I thought most of it was in 
the Bank. I am now aware that cheques 
drawn by me for cash were taken by Mr. 
Halket but not used; if I had examined my 
books I should have learnt it then or soon after 
wards, In 1872, I did not hear of losses 
made by Mr. Halket in share speculation, but 
before that I heard that he was dealing in 
shares. Mr, Hartis not here, and I do not ex. 
t him goon. I know from the private papers 
Reteby prisoner in the office, that he applied 
to Mr. Hart for a loan, but ‘don't know whe- 
ther he stated it was in consequence of losses 
he had made. He applied to myself for a 
loan. L asked about security for it; and refused 
ultimately to lend the mone idn’t think 
it advisable to lend him the money without 
security, butit did not occur tome that he was 
likely to embezzle. The sums in the indictment 
are balances of account A which Mr. Halket re- 
resents in the cashbook as having been paid 
in to the Oriental Bank Corporation, and he 
thus represented the payments also in letters 
which he wrote for me to sign. It is possible 
that a balance appearing in March 1873, 
might represent an appropriation a year be- 
fore.

TrxEss—There was a weekly balance book 
kept by the accountant for me. I omitted 
sending it to him, or rather he omitted send- 
ing to me for it, ‘since September 1872. My 
confidence was the same as usual in Mr.

‘The 
examination of the balance book would not 
have prevented frand—it gave me inform 
ation simply as to the amount of the

Mr. Coren renewed his objection to this,

Warxess continued—I had already obtained, 
from him about ‘10,000 before I went ta 
speak to him as to the other balances.

made the general adinissions. [\Vitness’s depo- 
sition before the Magistrate was put in, but, 
though a short discussion arose as to the 
exact words which passed between witness and 
prisoner at their interview, no use was made 
of it.] At the time I gave instructions to take 
prisoner into enstody, he held a despatch 
telling him to go to Foochow as deputy com- 
missioner, I lield no authority to cancel that 
despatch. I was uot awaro that I had no 
Tight to take, erininal proceedings against 
Mr. Halket, though I had no special antho- 
rity to doso, 1 am shown rule 53 of th 
Customs Service Rules, which provides that i 
case of fraud or dishonesty, Commissionersmay 
suspend but not dismiss an olticer, and for tho 
holding of a Court of Inquiry. No order has 
been made as to holding a Court of Inquiry 
into the matter. Mr, Hart has the affair 
under his cognisance, but I dont know that 
he has ordered a Court of Inquiry. 1 do not 
consider that the Rules contemplate a case 
like the present.

Wirsess—I am not aware of any Rule pre- 
venting proceedings being taken in a foreign 
Court against servants of the Customs.

Tho Court having re-opened, Mr, Dick's 
cross-examination was continued by Mr. Coor- 
zn, who quoted Rule 49 of certain Customs 
Regulations (laying down a certain courso of 
action in case of misconduct by members of 
the Service.) 

‘Mr. Lrremrneup objected to this cross- 
examination, How could arrangements mado 
by the Customs among themelves affect pro- 
ceedings in a Court of Law? 

‘The Jopar could not stop the cross- 
examination. 

Witness—There is a rale such as you have 
read. The rules are binding so far as their 
aneaning goes ; but they were not intended to 
apply to such a case as the present. I have 
heard a legal opinion expressed to that cllvct, 
and it is my own opinion also. 

‘Mr. Coorre read a letter from Mr. Hart 
ordering their observance. 

Wirxess had already said heconsidered them 
binding so far as they went, but that they 
were not applicable to the present case. Sev, 
50 does provi: se of procedure in case 
of fraud. ‘There is uothing in these Regula- 
tions to prevent criminal proceedings being 
taken when necessary. There is a rule pro- 
viding that Commissioners may suspend 
but not dismiss. I did not consult t. 
Hart before taking the first proceedin; 
against Mr. Halket. He was not accessible. 
Tdid consult my adviser whether I could take 
‘them. You did apply to me for a copy of these 
circular orders. I refused to give one. I con- 
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ler my conduct in refusing togiveone wasper- 
jectly fair, I do not kuow that the LG. has 
oxpressed disapproval of my course of procedure 
as being harsh. I have not been told so. I am 
responsible for these monies in the sense that 
[have to give an account of what I have 

one. I donot hold that Iam liable to pay 

wack the missing sum to the Customs. At 
the time I arrested Mr. Halket, I had not 
goue through the process of distnissal. ‘The 
arrest was an important step in itself which 
might cover others. 

Re-examined by Mr. Lrrourtexy.—I eaused 
the accused to be arrested on the morning of 
the 11th. I did so on my own responsibility. 
Thave since applied for authority to prosecute. 
Thave received that authority, The prisoner 
has no power to pay any sim without my 
authority. From the time funds are paid 
into the Customs till they are exhausted, 
they are in the power of ‘the accused. He 
has the power therefore, although not the au- 
thority, to dispose of the money in any way he 
Tikes. “If money paid on one account were 
out of another he would have to show how it 
had been dealt with. I had thorough confi- 
deuce in prisoner up to the time I discovered 
these defalcations. I give no security bond 
tosecure money that passes through my hauds, 
Tdo not know any employs in the Customs 
service who does so, Mr. Hart was aware 
the prisoner held the appointment he did ; 
his talary was fixed by Mle, Hart. T fist 
became aware of Mr. Halket having engaged 
in share speculations in 1870,on his inform- 
ing me.in December, that year, that he had 
incurred a loss, and applying to me for a loan, 
which I refused. The loan or security for 
which he applied was, to the best of my 
recollection, to the amount of between $2,000 
and $3,000.” T had lent him money previously 
in 1876, two small amounts. His appli 
to me in December raised no suspicion in 
my inind as to his honesty. On the con- 
trary, I thought his confession of difficulty 
was frauk, “A few months later he men- 
tioned that ho had made some money out 
of a sharo transaction; on another occasion, 
he said he had had money left him by some 
‘ono at home, (Referred to a chit on which 
he had been previously examined.) I believe 
this money was payable on publicaccount, Mr, 
‘Mercer was an employé in the Customs, and 
delieve it was drawn against a special grant of 
money made to him on his retirement from 
the Service. Whether the prisoner took 
money for petty cash, from various accounts or 
not, the duties of his office were contrary to 
mixing up those sums.

Ihad no experience of the Shanghai 
accountant’s office before. Ihave uot found the 
‘Shanghai accountant’s office more difficult than 
at Tientsin. I thinkamancould’gainathorongh 
knowledge of it within a month. When these 
charges were made (on the 10th April) T 
had been in the office since the 17th March. 
[think I could say that I then thoroughly 
understood it. Itis impossible the amonnts 
in question can have been accounted for and I 
have found no trace of it. T imagine I should 
be obliged to take charge of the Shanghai Ac- 
count Office or any office the Commissioner 
directed me to take. If the Commissioner 
gavo me instructions to take a post I did not 
wish to take, [presume { should have a right 
to appeal to the Inspector-General 

‘fo the Counr.—I consider I 
orders. 

‘To Mr. Browx.—I have had experience as 
accountant in ‘Takao and in Tientsin.

‘There are five 
accounts, called A, B,C, D, and Z. Tn account 
A, [find that, since 1st December 1872, there 
hhas been only’one payment,—on 21st Decom- 
ber H. ‘Tis. 1,765 or Shanghai Tis. 1,955.1.7. 
‘There was no other payment up to Ist May. 
‘This ie onfolio 273. he Ts. 1.979, Tis. 2.217 
and fs. 1,141 are not pai-l 
count, nor could they be 
larger sum paid to other accounts. Payments 
were made hy prisoner intu account A, pre- 
vious to December. 

‘To Mr. Cooren—We balance our accounts 
half-yeatly. We have an account with Mr. 
Hart. 'e have none with Mr. Malket. The 
Commissioner has no account with our Bank.

are struck and the account sent to. customers 
hal-yearly, and they are required to certify 
to ite correstneas.

cheque was cashed on the 17th. ‘The cheque 
states that it isdrawn for December's salaries 
of Customs office. The amount is exhausted. 
A Taot cheque for Tis. 12,000 dated 11th 
moon 26th day, was paid in on 12th moon 
Ist day. Itisexhausted, On the 4th day 12th 
moon, H. Tis, 519.83 of this was paid to the 
‘Agra’ Bank.

By Mr. Browx—The Customs bank has. 
no hong name, ‘Their only business is with 
regard to the revenues of the ms. 

. D. Sketty, sworn, stated—I am ac- 
countané at the Agra Bank, ‘The prisoner 
Kept an account there, I have -the bool 
containing his accounts of January and Fe- 

wry last. On the Ist his balance was 
¥1,721.18. On the 2nd he paid ‘£606.46, in 
nine orders. ‘They included—H. 519.83. ‘The 
next three items are—on the 3rd $306.35, on 
the 9th $856.48, and, on the same day ¥11.14, 
making a total of '£3,501.61. Against this he 
drew '¥3,658.76 including a cheque on the 
Gth for $2,500 in favour of Mr. Groom, 
L received, about 22nd January, through the 
Hoikwan bauk, a cheque for H £952.43 ; and 
the balance in his favour at that time was 
‘£164.08. 

Crost-examined—I have only been ‘account 
ant at the ‘bank since February. There were 
a-gront many Chinese chegued paid previous 
fo tat fine, exuding as far back ab Apel 
1872. 

‘Mr. Coorer repeated his contention that 
the indictment was-bad. His objection was 
properly confined to the 13th count, and 
though he did not wish to rest his ease'upon 
technicalities, he would ask his Lordship to 
note that the offences were said to be com- 
mitted against the Emperor of China, who at 
that time had no e3 nce nor sovereign ca- 
pacity. He next claimed thatas to the charge 
of larceny under the Ist, 7th and 13th cou 
there was uot a particle of evidence against 
the accused. 

His Lonpsurr noted the former objection, 
but said unquestionably there was evidence, 
by the statement of the prisoner in the books 
he kept, that be paid the same in to the Orien- 
tal Bank; it Having been shown that the 
Bank did not receive these sums, there was a 
prima facie case, ‘There certainly was evic 
dence of appropriation as a clerk or servant, 
Tiable of course to be rebutted or explained: 

‘Mr. Lircurtetp now summed up for the 
prosecution. He thanked the Jury for their 
Patient attention to the case, painful as the 
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duty was on account of the charges laid 
against a man who had Jong borne a good cha- 
acter in Shanghai, and most painful on ac- 
fount of the defence, which had been set up. 
For what was that defence? He had failed 
for along time to discover the bearing of the 
eross-examination of Mr. Dick. ‘They had 
attempted to show that Mr. Dick had dealt 
harshly and irregularly with the prisoner when 
it must be apparent to the Jury that he had 
acted considerately and leniently. ‘The Counsel 
for the defence had argued also that” the 
defaleations might have occurred in 1971 or 
72, instead of within the time charged, but 
was that any reason for acquitting a man 
guilty of wholesale swindling. ‘They had it 
proved that prisoner received certain orders, 
carried out certain duties in connection with 
them, and had a monthly balance in favour of 
the Inspector-General, which he acknowledged 
in his own handwriting ; did he then pay over 
or account for this to Mr. Dick, to Mr. Hart, 
to the Emperor or Empress of China, or am 
body ? ‘They hal his admission in the books 
and to Mr. Dick, the evidence of the Bank 
that the money was not paid in, and evidence 
that he was engoged in share speculations. 
Certain moneys got for public purposes 
from the Superintendent of Customs were paid 
in to prisoner's account at the Agra Bank, and 
against these amounts, cheques were granted to 

rivate individuals to mect losses on share 
ra 














tions, ‘This was. only. presumy 
evidenee, but when they found aman with a 
moderate salary engaged in spectlation to an 
enormous extent, it was strong presumption. 

His Lonpsure reminded the learned Counsel 
that they had uo evidence before them of the 
enormous speculation. 

‘Mr. Lircuriexp did not know what might 
be considered enormous in Shanghai, but 
when sums of ‘£2,600 aud ‘1,000 were paid 
to one broker as margin on transactions, it 
wos a considerable amount for a. man’ in 
prisoner's position. All the evidence be bad 
mentioned made it conclusive there had been 
Aefalcations somewhere. Referring to Mr. 
Dick's testimony, le thought “the Jury 
would be of opigion that it was that ‘of 
fair and just man, and a reluctant prosecutor ; 
and that Me, Dick was a man who would not 
go to the defendant for the purpose of entrap- 
Blog him into oviminating Sonfenon. "Ao 
The'use made of Mr. Halket's admissions at 
the interview on 12ih April, there had been 
cates in England where evitlence of the sort had 
been taken. In some cases such evidence had 
been rejected where inducements had been 
held out tochildren or uneducated persons, but 
here the men might be considered equal in 
eration the, prisoner waa not a mat easily 
{ntimidated, or likely to confess to defaleations 
uupon the suggestion of such words as. "you'd 
Detter toll th truth, for it will be all known 
shortly.” One point which the defence 
appeared tikaly fo Tay weight ony wae th 
‘ownership of the appropriated balances—this 
the indictment was ed to meet, its 
form was merely technical, following’ out 
tho old legal style, As the indictment was 
laid, however, 80 they had to prove it, and 
the Jury had to consider whether sufficient 
evidence had been put before them to induce 
thom to conviets whether they were of opinion, 
upon all’ the facts, that prisoner while & 
clerk or employéin the servico of the Emperor 
of China did steal, take, and earry away these 
moneys, By the Act 24 and 25 Vie. upon 
Which the indictment was framed, a inan 
indicted for larceny. was not cutitled to be 
acquitted if the caso for the prosecution 
broke down on any small ground} he might 
be convicted of embezzlement or’ of common 
Tareeny. - So that if the prosecution had failed 
to sally the Jury thay the prisoner was ia 
the service of the Emperor of China at the time, 
or that this money for which he failed to 
account had been in the possession of the 
Emperor or his employés, they might. convict 
hhim of embezzlement. Property in the pos- 
session of a servant was considered in law 
to be in the possession of the master. ‘That 
is, when A, a servant, received money 
for his master, and paid it ‘to B, who appro- 
priated it to his own use, the receipt by A 
‘was held to be receipt by the master through 
Aas his agent. Here they had the Customs 
duties received by the Superintendent for the 
Imperial Government, an order for so much, 
given by the Superintendent to Mr. Dick, 
A servant in the Customs employ, handed by 
him to the prisoner, a sub-servant in the same 
employ, to be accotated for to Afr. Hart, an- 
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other servant, who, in turn, they were told, 
accounted to the Tsung-li Yamen, and that 
Board'presumably became accountable to the 
Emperor, or Empress-Dowager, or some one 
representing the Imperial Government at 
Peking. He had now said all he felt neces- 
sary to be said, because the question of 
appropriation seomed to be so plain, that 
if he laboured it for any Iength of | time, 
hte would be unable to affect the opinion of 
the Jury one jot. He thanked them again for 
their patient hearing, urged them to give the 
prisoner the benefit of aty doubt. that might 
arise in their minds, but at the same time, if 
they found no extenuating circumstances, to 
perform unflinchingly the duty they owed to 
the public, irrespective of considerations for 
those who might be affected by their verdict. 


Mr. Coorer had not many obsorvations to 
make, and he did not think those made by the 
Tearned counsel for the Emperor of China had 
at all enlightened them. He did not want a 
verdict in favour of the prisoner from the 
sympathies of the Jury, but claimed it asa 
right on the facts of the case ; it would be a 
very wrong thing if person who received the 
money of auother and appropriated it to his 
own use should be acquitted, but if the facts 
were such, according to the Laws of England, 
that his client's offence was neither larce 
nor embezzlement, it was their duty to acquit 
him. His learned friend had not been quite 

that even if the prisoner 
were acquitted of larceny he’ might be con- 
vieted of embezzlement. “Assuming the exist- 
ence of the Emperor of China, he contended 
there was no evidence of larceny, the posi 
tion being, as he had endeavoured to show by 
cross-examining Mr. Dick, that the money 
was received from him as a servant of the Cus- 
toms in the ordinary way; no device was used, 
no fraud exercised, and where that was the 
ease there could be no such thing as larceny. 
‘The Jury would receive the law on that 
point from his Lordship, the guardian 
of English Law here, who, he was sure, 
would tell them that if Mr. Halket 
received the money in the way he bad just 
described, there was not even a colour of 
larceny. ‘Then if uot larceny, was it embezzle- 
ment? It was well known in English Law 
that where a man was treasurer of a Society 
he was a clork or servant, and after ho entered 
on these duties he might be called upon to 
take up those of a banker's agent, and when 
he did so, the relationship of clerk or servant 
ceased. ‘A clerk was bound to account to his 
master for the exact sum of money entrusted 
to him, but not so here. Mr. Halket was not 
oven obliged to receive the money from Mr. 
Dick ; he might have said ‘I refuse to take 
‘charge of your moneys.” ‘There was no sect- 
rity even, and it was absurd to say that the 
moneys were ever received by Mr. Halket on 
account, of the Emperor of China or of Mr. 
Hart, ‘The receipt was by Mr. Dick ; to him 
the Superintendent sent the orders ; he was in 
the habit of changing them; he reported their 
receipt to the Inspector-Geueral ; and there 
was not an ota of evidence to ‘prove that Mr. 
Halket had anything to do with the moneys 
otherwise than as a cashier performing duties 
which, according to the rules of the service, Mr. 
Dick ‘should have performed himself. “And 
where a treasurer was not obliged to account for 
the actual sum, the identical coins received, 
bat its equivalent amount, it was not em: 
bezzlement, as to which he quotel from the 
Reports of Crown Cases Reserved. In the 
present case they had innumerable sums, a 
great many irregular payments on acconnt 
of the Foreign Department, and if the 
balances were mixed up, there was not the 
slightest evidence to show that Mr. Halket 
was bound to keop them separate and dis- 
tinct. Really, Mr, Halket was in a relation 
of trust between the Customs subordinates 
and Mr. Dick; and if they could have pro- 
duced Mr. Hart at this trial, he thought 
probable that he would have been quite 
shocked at any Commissioner of Customs 
allowing such gross irregularities, and that a 
man having more than ¥ 20,000. month go 
through his hands should be in such a position 
without a scrap of security. Mr. Halket 
did what he ought not to have done ;—he 
(Mr. Cooper) would not ask the verdict of the 
Jury apon any quibble or upon unsubstantial 
grounds, but would ask them to remember 
that, although Mr. Halket might have been a 
servant of the Emperor of China or Mr. Hart, 
and was at the time acting as their clerk or 
servant, he did not receive a copper cash for 
















































cither of them. It was Mr. Dick’s duty to 
account to his superiors ; so far as prisoner 
was concerned it was Mr. Dick's money ; and 
he submitted that, upon the innumerable facts 
in this case, if there was ever one of trust 
between one and another in respect of which 
the person trusted would be answerable as 
cashier or banker's agent, it was this,—the 
only difficulty would be proving the trust in 
writing. ‘The Jury could not by their verdict 
injure the prisoner—he had already suffered 
more during the past 12 months than could 
ve imagined. He did not desire that they 
should swerve to the ono hand or the 
other, but that they would find accord- 
ing to the facts. If they could conscien- 
tiously say that the prisoner received the, 
moneys as the servant of Mr. Hart they must 
find him guilty of embezzlement, but if they 
found, on the other hand, that it was simply 
amatter of voluntary trust contrary to the 
rules of the office’ which had previously 
existed, it became their duty to return a 
verdict’ of not guilty. In leaving the case 
in the hands of his Lordship, he felt assured 
that the Jury would be directed that, as re- 
gards the ‘charge of Inrcony there was not a 
Scintilla of proof that the prisoner was, in 
respect to the moneys specified, in any way a 
clerk or servant of the Emperor of China or 
of Mr. Hart, Why should there be all this 
difficulty with the indictment ; did the proso- 
cation not know whose the money was? The 
Jury might have observed the difficulty he had 
in drawing the truth from Mr. Dick, the fact 
being that the prosecution was entirely hi 
and that he had entered it against the rules 
of the service. Iu conclusion he argued on 
the probabilities in favour of the prisoner as 
between Chinese and English law, and the 
unauthorised manner in which the prosecu- 
tion was goue into. It would be for the Jury 
to say whether prisoner took the sum: 
charged from the Emperor of China as his 
master—he maintained not, and that freed 
his client from the count of larceny. Did he 
embezzle them? He had not received a single 
cash on behalf of the Emperor or of Mr. Hart. 
Mr. Dick tad all along accounted to Mr. 
Hart for these moneys—so that there was no 
colour of larceny, and no charge of embezzle- 
ment sustainable, 


His Loxosutr, in summing up, said he nood 
hardly tell the jury that it was their duty to 
dismiss from their minds all that they had 
heard before coming into Court, as well as 
anything they might have seen written 
upon the subject, and to consider the ovi- 
doneo as it had been given by the witnesses 
in the witness-box. He must_ confess that, 
when the clerk of the Court informed him 
were 18 soparate counts to the indict. 
ment, it nearly took away his breath ; and he 
ped the time would come, and was not far 
nt, when such absurdities as were now 
jessed in proceedings connected with the ~ 
administration of the Criminal Law would no 
longer be in existence. He had never been 
able to understand ‘why it seemed im- 
possible to make a criminal charge against 
a man in simple language. However, as 
the learned Counsel for the plaintiff said, 
no doubt a good deal of adherence to 
tethnical formalities was necessary, accord- 
ing to the present system of criminal proce- 
dure, in order to secure a conviction fora very 
simple offence to put itin not, only half-a- 
dozen ways but in eighteen ; and he had known 
such a thing as ninety couuts in oue indict- 
ment. It wasclear that the prosecution relied 
for a conviction principally on the Ist, 7th, 
and 13th counts, which simply charged the 
prisoner with larcony as a servant, in other 
words the fraudulent appropriation of money 
belonging to the Emperor of China, whose 
servant he was. ‘This money consisted of three 
separate sums which, according to the books 
kept by the prisoner, and in his handwriting, 
‘ouglit to have been paid into the U. B. C. on 
account of the Inspector-General of Customs. 
If they found that the prisoner stole theso mo- 
noys, or in other words, if they found that he 
fraudulently appropriated them to his own use 
that they were the property of the Emperor of 
China—or that they were balances of funds 
which were given him by another servant of 
the Emperor for the purpose of making 
payments of salaries, the balances to be paid 
in to a certain account kept by the Inspector- 
General, who wes also a servant of the 
Emperor, then they must unquestionably find 
him guilty oflarceny. ‘The distinction between 
larceny and embezzlement was what he might

almost call a distinction without a difference. 
Still, of late years, the distinction had been 
is and statutes had been with 
special reference to the offence named. If a 
master handed money over to a servant, and 
‘the servant stole it, it was larceny, because 
the actual possession of it was always in the 
master. If a servant on account of his master 
handed money over toa fellow-servant, and the 
latter stole it, it was equally larceny, for 
possesion by the first servant was equally the 
possession of the master. But if a third per- 
son handed it to the servant, and the latter 
did not hand it over to his master, it was em- 
bezzlement, because the master never had pos- 
session of it either constructively or actually. 
In applying the law to this case, they must 
determine first of all what was the relationship 
existing between the Customs Service of the 
Emperor of China and the prisoner? He thought 
‘they might assume that a relationship did 
exist, because, according to the scaly evidence 
‘they had heard upon the subject, the Customs 
Department was officered by Europeans, who 
were paid out of the Revenue of China,—at 
Teast, there was no evidence to the contrary, 
whereas there was, evidence of the fact, that 
risoner was appointed original r. Hart, 
The Inspector-Ceneral~that after fling var 
ous subordinate posts in the service he was 
Promoted by, Mr. Dick, the Commissioner of 
Customs at sghangha, with the consent and 
approval of Mr. Hart, to the post of Account- 
ant in the office. Tt was also found that Mr. 
Dick was Commissioner of Customs, and Mr. 
Hart, Inspector-General ; that money for the 
payment of the salaries of the Customs De- 
Pertment at, Shaghat was, found, by the 
fative Superintendent of Customs, the Taotai 
of Shanghai ; that it was found ‘out of the 
Chinese Revenue which belonged to the Em- 
peror of China, ‘Tho manner in which the 
officers of the Service was paid was very 
simple. ‘The Superintendent. of Customs sent, 
atthe beginning of each month, a cheque for 
‘£15,000, on the Haikwan or Government 
Bank. ‘This was forwarded to the Accountant 
by Mr. Dick; it was then taken to the Haikwan 
Bank, and cashed for a number of smaller 
orders, which the accused kept in his safe. It 
did not appear that he got actual cash for it 
but only for such portion of it as he required, 
It_ was then bis duty to pay the ditferent 
officers under him, andl the balance, after the 
bth day of the following month, into the A 
account of the Inspector-General with the 
0. B.C. ‘Thon, if they were of opinion that 
the money was Custonis’ money, and the 
roperty of the Emperor of China, and Mr. 
Jick an officer of the Emperor, and Mr. Hal- 
et an accountant, and a subordinate oifi- 
cor in the same service, they would have 
the relationship of master and servant de- 
scending through two or three servants direct 
to the prisoner ; and if he received a cheyue 
for the purpose of paying sums, through 
Mr. Dick, a superior servant, and his im- 
mediate master, unquestionably if he fraudu- 
Jeutly appropriated any portion of it to 
‘own use, it was larceny. If, on the other 
hand, they were of opinion there was 
no evidence that the Bank order was the 
property of the Emperor of China, then he 
must be acquitted, Again, if they’ were of 
opinion that there was no evidence of his 
having failed to pay the money into the O. B. 
C., or that there was no evidence of his hav- 
ing appropriated it to his own use, then the 
prosecution must equally fail and he must be 
acquitted. But if they were of opinion (there 
‘being no doubt that the Customs Revenue 
was the property of the Emperor) that the 
Inspector-General, the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms, and the Accountant at Shanghai, were 
servants of the Emperor, aud that Mr. Dick 
in his character of Commissioner of Customs 
handed over to the prisoner, as accountant, a 
cheque for the payment of salaries, and that 
ie had, instead of paying the balance of the 
monies in his hand mto tle Bank appropriated 
it, then most unquestionably he was guilty of 
the offence with which he was charged, 
namely larceny. He did not think that he 
ould more folly explain the matter if even 
he addressed them at greater len; No 
doubt they would give the prisoner the benefit 
of any doubt which might arise in their minds, 
but at the same time they must clearly see 
that he did in his books state that there were 
balances, and that he paid them over to the 
0. B. C., while they had distinct evidence 
that the 0. B. C. never received them, and 
that he had failed in any other way to account 







































for them. ‘The onus, after the evidence given 
by the prosecution, was on the prisoner, and 
if the Jury were satisfied that the money got 
into his hands in the way stated, that it was 
his duty to pay over the balances, and that 
he had not done so, and had not otherwise 
accounted for them, they would be justified 
in assuming that he had done what was ch: 
against him—namely—fraudulently appro- 
priated to his own use; and their verdict 
must then be “guilty.” With these remarks 
he directed them to consider their verdict. 
Mr. Cooper said there was one direction he

No arrangement which you or 
any other member of the Customs service 
can make of your own accord with the In- 
spector-General of Customs or any other high 
officer of the Emperor of China can shield 
you if you commit a crime. ‘The jurisdiction 
of this Court—established in accordance with 
the treaty—is over all British subjects in 
China, no matter in whose service they may 
be. ‘ft is as well that this should be 
known, because it seemed to be made a 
point fi this ease, by the Counsel for the 
risoner, that a great injustice had been 
done him by the instituting of this pro- 
secution. On tho contrary, tthink it would 
have been a very serious thing indeed if any 
idea had got abroad, that a man could so 
denationalize himself in China as to avoid 
the jurisdiction of his national court. I 
merely mention this in passing, at the same 
time observing that Ido not think you have 
beon unfairly dealt with by the Prosecution 
or by Mr. Dick. I have no desire at all to 
aggravate the painful position in, which you 
now stand. You are the self-made victiin of 
a passion which seems to be seizing on’society 
at large, and which, like disease, spares 
neither age nor sex, the single ort he married, 
the rich or the poor—the passion for getting 
rich by one or more strokes of Iuck—by a 
process which is as much open to the fool as 
to the wise man,—to the knave as to the 
honest man.

Everything is tobe sacri- 
ficed; not only our own prospects, but the 
prospects of those dearest to us, the pros- 
pects of our wives and children, to the 
ia of getting rich ; ‘and this 
“wealth” is not that which is the result of 
patient industry, uprightness in dealings and 
legitimate ‘but the “wealth” of the 
gambling table. 'In olden times, the legisla- 
ture were I think right in interfering to pro- 
tect society from, or at any rate to discoun- 
tenance, this abominable form of speculation, 
the system of time bargains, To those who 
went before us, to our forefathers, they had the 
‘appearance of what they really are, nothing 
buta covert formof reckless gambling. Perhaps 
not wisely, in these later times the Legislature 
on some principle of free-trade, have decided 
that no restraint should be put upon any 
means by which money can be made exce 
that which a dull sense of honour or morality 
imposes, has relaxed those laws ; and the re- 
sult we see in both falling beneath temp- 
tation which every species of gambling offers, 
and which can be indulged in free of all legal 
or legislative control of any description. And 
hence, at the present time, a man may, as 
poubore done, ruin bimself and all thoes be: 
longing to him simply by a system of legalis 
gambling, Unfortunately, not only are 
you (as I said at the commencement of these 
Temarks) a self-made victim of this kind, but 
you have made victims of those dearest to 
you. 1 will not aggravate the painfulness of 
the ‘position in which you have placed your- 
self, and which I am ‘sure you must feel as 
keenly as any one in Court. Still ave a
